Sir, —We beg to submit herewith the Annual Report of the Board of Grain 
Commissioners for Canada for the Year 1946 in compliance with Section Twenty- 
three of the Canada Grain Act, 1930. 

General Conditions 

While the estimated acreage sown to wheat in Canada in 1946 showed an 
increase of 2,486,900 acres over the acreage of 23,414,100 in the previous year, 
the estimated acreage sown to oats, barley, rye and flaxseed indicated reductions 
in each case as compared with 1945. With more favourable conditions during 
the growing season, however, production increased in all grains as follows:—

As at July 31st, 1946 the total carry-over of wheat, oats, barley, rye and 
flaxseed in Canada amounted to only 177 million bushels as compared with 366 
million bushels in 1945 and 498 million bushels in 1944. 

After the record movement of 483-7 million bushels from the Lakehead 
during the 1945 season of navigation, shipments during the 1946 season dropped 
to a total of 240-1 million bushels and at the end of December, 1946 there was 
in store 21-3 million bushels of grain at the Head of the Lakes as compared with 
36 million bushels the previous year. 

Shipments from Pacific Ports have continued to increase. During the crop 
year ended July 31st, 1946, 74,917,883 bushels of all grains were shipped and 
during the first five months of the current crop year 21,420,791 bushels. 

During August and September 2,928,936 bushels of wheat were shipped 
from the Churchill elevator and at December 31st, 1946 there remained in store 
in this elevator only 42,642 bushels of wheat. 

Climatic conditions during the harvesting of the 1946 crop, particularly in 
the northern areas, led to a larger percentage of tough and damp grain than 
usual. 
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ELEVATOR CHARGES 

At the public meetings held by the Board in June and July, 1946 at Van' 11 
couver, Toronto and Winnipeg to hear representations regarding the maximui 
tariffs of charges to be fixed by the Board for the crop year commencing August 
1st, 1946, submissions were made by the different interests for substantial ity 
creases in certain charges for the handling and storing of grain at the differed 
classes of elevators. These applications were based on increased costs of operatioi 

After considering the various submissions the Board recommended to tt 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board that certain of these increases and less* 
increases in other charges be approved. However, at that time approval ws 
only granted for an increase in the daily storage rate at terminal elevators ^ 
Fort William-Port Arthur, Winnipeg and on the Pacific Coast from one forty 0 
fifth of one cent (l/45c.) per bushel to one-thirtieth of one cent (l/30c.) pc° 
bushel, the pre-war rate. 

In December, 1946 the Wartime Prices and Trade Board, after consideria i 
further submissions from the elevator interests concerned, informed this Boafrc 
that the recommendations made in August, 1946 had been concurred in anen 
effective January 1st, 1947, the maximum elevation charges on wheat, oat 
barley and corn have been increased from one and one-quarter cents (lfc.) pi 
bushel to one and three-eighths cents (lfc.) per bushel and on rye from one a/ a 
one-half cents (lfc.) to one and three-quarter cents (lfc.) per bushel. Ti 
maximum storage charge at Georgian Bay and Lower Lake port elevators h; 
been increased from one forty-fifth of one cent (l/45c.) to one-thirtieth of oi 
cent (l/30c.) per bushel per day and the free storage period at Georgian Baty 
Lower Lake and Upper St. Lawrence elevators reduced from fifteen to ten day n ^ 
Increased maximum cleaning charges have been provided for cleaning rye i 
terminal elevators. 

LAKE FREIGHT RATES 

During 1946 no change was made by the Board in the maximum rates fixs 
for the carriage of grain from Port William-Port Arthur by lake or river navigi 
tion except that, effective September 20th, 1946 and for the balance of the 19- m 
season of navigation, the maximum rate on export wheat transferred at Sarni^ 
Port Colborne, Humberstone, Kingston, Prescott or Toronto was increased lj K 
three-quarters of one cent (fc.) per bushel allowable only to the operator of tlpj 
canal steamer. g 

The Dominion Marine Association in September, 1946 made a submissic 
to the Wartime Prices and Trade Board for increased lake freight rates c. 
different commodities and to the Board for increased rates on grain. No decisib ir 
was arrived at on these applications before the end of the year. 

AUDIT OF STOCKS—TERMINAL AND EASTERN ELEVATORS ^ 

Of the twenty-five semi-public terminal elevators at the Head of the Lakfile 
operated in 1946 twenty-one were audited during the year and the other four w 
be audited early in the new year. Excess overages in the non-mixing grades 
wheat were disclosed at one elevator and a demand has been made on the licensi 
for settlement to the Board in accordance with the provisions of Section 138 >Y 
the Canada Grain Act. 

The Canadian Government Interior Terminal Elevators, at Saskatooinc 
Moose Jaw, Edmonton, Calgary and Lethbridge were audited in July, 1946, 
well as the semi-public terminal elevator at Transcona, Manitoba operated 1 
the Eastern Terminal Elevator Company, Limited, but no excess overages we 
disclosed. The stocks in the Churchill semi-public terminal elevator we 
audited at the close of the 1946 shipping season but no excess overages weiur 
disclosed. 7,' 
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The seven semi-public terminal elevators in British Columbia were audited 
,n May, June and Juljq 1946, but no excess overages were disclosed.

ui Of the twenty-nine Eastern Elevators operated twenty-seven were actually 
uweighed over during 1946 and the stocks in the other two elevators were estimated. 
iAt one elevator excess overages were disclosed and settlement was made to the 
eiBoard in the amount of $4,266.31.

til ENTOMOLOGICAL INVESTIGATIONS 

■y! In 1941, to assist the Dominion Division of Entomology, the Board engaged 
, Ihe services of Dr. B. N. Smallman as Entomologist to institute measures for the 
.montrol of insect infestation in stored grain during a period of acute storage 
p'pongestion. 

Subsequently, on April 1, 1946, the Department of Agriculture established 
in Stored Products Laboratory at Winnipeg and Dr. Smallman was transferred 
airom the Board’s staff to take charge of this laboratory, which will provide 
.nentomological service for the grain trade.

D With the general easing up in the storage situation the demand for storage 
..pace at the interior terminal elevators operated by the Board at Moose Jaw, 
^Saskatoon, Calgary, Edmonton and Lethbridge fell off during 1946. During 
^ lie crop year ended July 31, 1946, total receipts were 4,927,415 bushels and 
Shipments 13,685,952 bushels, with only 2,035,576 bushels of all grains and 
.13,840 pounds of sunflower seed remaining in store at December 27, 1946.

, c The Port Arthur Elevator is still under lease to McCabe Grain Company, 
gjjdmited. 

The Prince Rupert Elevator has remained empty throughout the year.

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THE PRAIRIE FARM ASSISTANCE ACT, 1939 

The Board has continued, under the Prairie Farm Assistance Act, 1939, t 
collect one per cent (1%) of the purchase price of grain marketed in the thre 
western provinces. During the crop year ended July 31, 1946, the sum c 
$3,426,358.40 was collected, making total collections since the inception of thi 
scheme on August 1, 1939 to July 31, 1946, of $22,719,676.27. 

PERSONNEL 

We regret to have to record the death of Mr. W. H. Blatchford, Assistar 
Commissioner for Alberta, which occurred suddenly on November 22, 1946. 
The manner in which Mr. Blatchford carried o.ut his duties which brought hi A 
into direct contact with producers and grain handlers throughout the Provinc 
of Alberta, was of great assistance to the Board in administering the provision 
of the Canada Grain Act. 

Other changes among senior members of the Board’s staffs during the yea 
were: ^ 

Mr. William T. Todd, Registrar of Warehouse Receipts, retired effectii 
August 1, 1946, at the age of sixty-seven after thirty-four years’ service as hea 
of the Board’s Registration Branch, during which time the manner in which li 
carried out his duties contributed largely to the general confidence in the systei 
of registration of warehouse receipts which is such a vital factor in the bull 
handling of grain. 

Mr. E. L. Jaffray, Head Clerk in the Weighing Branch at Fort Willian 
promoted to the vacant position of Registrar of Warehouse Receipts. 

Mr. R. C. Deakin, Deputy Registrar of Warehouse Receipts at Montrea 
retired effective November 28, 1946, at the age of sixty-five after thirty-foi 
years’ efficient service; replaced by Mr. J. W. Hartley of the staff of the Winnipe 
Registration Office. 

Mr. E. H. Lacey, Weighmaster, Winnipeg, retired effective October 1 
1946, at the age of sixty-five after thirty-five years’ service; replaced by M 
F. G. Stevens, Grain Weighman, Winnipeg. 

Mr. A. T. Calder appointed Chief Statistician, Fort William, effectii 
July 26, 1946. 

EXPENDITURES AND REVENUES 

Total expenditure for the fiscal year 1945-46, exclusive of the Canadia 
Government Elevators, was $1,920,986.47 compared with $1,809,881.48 for tl 
previous fiscal year. Revenue for the fiscal year 1945-46 was $2,037,462.55 con 
pared with $1,886,587.30 for the previous fiscal year, an increase of $150,875.2. 

Owing to extension of the Board’s Grain Research Laboratory facilitie 
reduced working hours and increased cost-of-living bonus, total expenditure ft^ 
the first nine months of the current fiscal year was $5,118.61 more than in tl 
corresponding period in the previous fiscal year, while the revenue for the saii|| 
period, owing to a reduced volume of shipments from terminal elevators, shm 
a decrease of $707,194.80.

During the season which commenced on August 1, 1945, and ended ^ 
July 31, 1946, one hundred and thirty-seven (137) firms and individuals appli 
for licences as required by the provisions of the Canada Grain Act. 

Five thousand, six hundred and ninety-four (5,694) applications for licenc 0 
to operate were received and five thousand, six hundred and seventy-one (5,67 1 
licences were issued.

LAKE TRANSPORTATION 


The season of navigation on the Great Lakes opened with the arrival of tl 
first vessel on April 7, 1946, eleven days behind the earliest date recorded i 
March 27th, last year. ^ 

Lake shipments for all grains during the season, totalling 240,169,917 bushe, < 
were over 50% smaller than the 1945 volume of 483,732,468 bushels. Thai 
greatly reduced lake grain traffic was due to an unfavourable combination i-o 
circumstances: the outcome of a seamen’s strike early in the navigation seasotp 
depleted lakehead stocks during the summer, and keenly competitive pressure 
from the coal and ore trades for shipping space, for a considerable part of this 
season. 

Wheat vessel cargoes from the lakehead for the season totalled 147,431,3/ai 
bushels, in marked contrast with the 5 year average from 1941 to 1945 of 261),i 
million bushels.

Dear Sir, —I have the honour to submit the following report of the Grao: 
Weighing Branch of the Board for the crop year, 1945-46. o 


Weighing Services 

In the Western Division this Branch supplied weighing services to ; 
Public Terminal, Semi-Public Terminal and Private Terminal Elevators licensi 
by the Board for the purpose of weighing all grain received into and shipped oi 
of these elevators, as required under Section 91 and 123 of the Act. Weight 
services were also supplied at Mill Elevators to comply with the Act. In tr 
Eastern Division weighing services are available at the following points: Midlan c 
Port McNicoll, Owen Sound, Goderich, Toronto, and Sarnia. Weighmen a a 
appointed at these points for the purpose of weighing car and truck-lot shipmei 0 
of grain for domestic use out of elevators located in their respective distric 
and are paid on a fees basis. 

Inspection of Scales 

In the Western Division, the annual inspection of scales was made 
accordance with the Weights and Measures Act and Regulations 1929, Chapt 
212, Section 50 in the following licensed elevators: all terminal elevators at Po 
Arthur and Fort William; the Canadian Government Interior Elevators; tho 
elevators loading to tide waters at the Pacific coast and the National Harbou 
Board Elevator at Port Churchill; and in the Eastern Division those elevato 
situated at the Georgian Bay and Lower Lake Ports, Upper St. Lawrence, Low 
St. Lawrence and Atlantic Ports. 

The above inspections were conducted by my assistant, W. H. Comba ai 
myself, and for which certificates of verification were issued. 

Semi-annual inspections of scales in a large number of elevators in tl 
Western Division were made, also special inspection of scales in elevators wht 
thought necessary in both Eastern and Western Divisions. 

Maintenance of Equipment 

Considering the difficulty of securing certain materials, the equipment usi 
in the weighing and handling of grain has been maintained in good condition; 
various licensed elevators in both Eastern and Western Divisions. 

Car Shortages 

Very few complaints were received during the crop year on the outturns 
cars unloaded at Terminal Elevators considering the large number of ca 1 
handled. Complaints received were carefully investigated and where tt 
investigation warranted, adjustments were made. 

Vessel Shortages 

There is attached a statement showing the average reported shortage i 
pounds per thousand bushels on the various grain shipments loaded into vesst 
at Fort William and Port Arthur and unloaded at Canadian and American Port 
There were 1,487 cargoes loaded during the year. 
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Complaints were received on the outturn of some cargoes which were 
carefully investigated and reports forwarded to the Board. 

Annual Audits 

The grain in store in all Public Terminal and Semi-Public Terminal Ele¬ 
vators and the top four grades of wheat and the two top grades of garnet wheat 
in Private Terminal Elevators situated in the Western Division were weighed 
over during the crop year. Also all grain in store in Elevators in the Eastern 
Division operating under an Eastern Elevator licence was weighed over, with the 
exception of one which was estimated, it being impossible to weigh over this 
elevator on account of its heavy stocks. Statements of the correct quantities 
■aof the various grades in store in each of the above elevators which were weighed 
over, were prepared by this Branch and forwarded to the Board to permit of the 
adjustment of the outstanding warehouse receipts in Public and Semi-Public 
Terminal Elevators and the establishment of overages in Terminal and Eastern 
! Elevators in accordance with the provisions of Section 138 and 138A of the 
8l Canada Grain Act. 

•’ Enclosed are statements showing average reported shortage of pounds per 
( l thousand bushels on vessel shipments from the Lakehead to Canadian and Ameri¬ 
can Ports; receipts and shipments at the various points; report of cars arriving 
a at destination leaking, not protected by seals, and with defective seals; also 
c cars reported leaking and with defective seals in Winnipeg railway yards.

lovernment Elevators for the crop year 1945-46. 


ELEVATORS OPERATED 

During the entire year the interior terminal elevators at Moose Jaw, Saska- 
eloon, Calgary, Edmonton and Lethbridge and the elevator at Prince Rupert, 
J.C., were all operated under Public Terminal Elevator licenses. 

ELEVATOR LEASED 

The elevator at Port Arthur, Ont., continued to be operated by McCabe 
}rain Co. Ltd., under lease covering a term of five years from August 1st, 1944. 
rt 

TARIFF OF CHARGES 

The tariff of charges for the handling, storing, cleaning and drying of grain 
-emained the same as that in effect the previous year. 


VOLUME OF GRAIN HANDLED 

Receipts of grain into the elevators amounted to 4,927,415 bushels, a de- 
'Tease of 3,860,586 bushels from the amount received the previous year. A

Shipments of grain from all elevators amounted to 13,685,952 bushels 
sompared with 9,795,744 bushels the previous year. The figure for the current 
mar includes 1,003,760 bushels shipped from Prince Rupert, most of which had 
leen in storage at that point since 1939-40. In addition to the above grain, 
Sunflower Seed to the amount of 4,643,965 pounds was shipped from the Moose 
law elevator and 534,555 pounds from Saskatoon, clearing the stocks of this 
iommodity which had been accumulated at those points. 
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Stocks in store at all elevators on July 31, 1946, amounted to 2,022,416 
bushels, compared with 10,778,159 bushels at the same date last year. This i 
decrease was due to the heavy demand for overseas shipments. 

MAINTENANCE OF BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMEET 

Shortages of both materials and labour have caused delay in proceeding 
with contemplated post-war projects, but, as far as possible, buildings, equipment 
and trackage have been maintained in good condition, expenditures for this pur¬ 
pose being included in operating costs. 

Major repairs and replacements include the following items: 

BUILDINGS 

Port Arthur —The building housing the Grain Inspection Branch was 
enlarged to provide better accommodation for the Weigh¬ 
ing Branch. 

Moose Jaw —The entire roofing of the workhouse and storage annexes 
was removed and replaced with new roofing. 

Calgary —Repairs to annex roofs and cupola walls commenced in 

the previous year were completed. 

EQUIPMENT 

Port Arthur —Six Superior Cylinder cleaning machines were completely 
overhauled and cylinders and other worn parts replaced. 
Extensive repairs were done on trippers and spouting in 
the elevator and on boat loading spouts. 

Moose Jaw —500 Elevator Buckets. 

Saskatoon —1—75 H.P. Silent Chain Drive completely replaced. 

Edmonton —1—300 K.V.A. Capacitator replaced. 

TRACKAGE 

Moose Jaw —1,000 Treated Track Ties. 

3,000 Tie plates. 

Saskatoon —1,000 Treated Track Ties. 

84 Treated Switch Ties. 

2,000 Tie Plates. 

Calgary — 550 Treated Track Ties

GENERAL 

With a view to reducing the hazard of fire and dust explosion and to 
improve working conditions, a contract has been entered into for the installation 
of a complete dust control system in the trackshed, workhouse and storage 
annex basement at the Port Arthur Elevator. This work is now in progress. 

Contracts are being negotiated for similar installations at the Edmonton 
and Calgary elevators t and it is anticipated that work on both these will com¬ 
mence in the near future. 

A contract has been entered into for the erection of three exterior fire escapes 
at Port Arthur elevator. 
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S Tenders have been accepted for repairing bins and water-proofing of the 
s entire concrete structures at Moose Jaw, Saskatoon and Calgary. Start of this 
work was delayed owing to shortage of cement. It will proceed as soon as 
weather conditions permit. 

STAFFS 

= Staffs at all points have been maintained at the minimum of requirements, 
t One permanent employee resigned and two were retired, one on account of ill- 
' health and one on account of age. Three temporary employees resigned, and 
two returned from military service and did not desire reinstatement in their 
former positions. One permanent employee was reinstated on return from 
military leave. 

Three temporary employees were appointed to fill vacant positions. Eigh- 
s teen former temporary employees were granted permanent status. 

In order to reduce the time worked by night watchmen from twelve to eight 
hours per night, three additional watchmen were engaged and two appointed from 
3 present staffs. 

Effective August 1, 1946, payment of wages at hourly rates was discon- 
! tinued and all employees are now paid at annual salarj' rates. 

FINANCIAL RESULTS OF OPERATION 

During the fiscal year ended March 31, 1946, gross earnings amounted to 
r $753,859.45 and expenditures $373,936.22, leaving a surplus of $379,923.23, 
an increase of $37,189.36 over the surplus for the previous fiscal year. Decreases 
i occurred in earnings from Storage $145,000.00, Elevation $20,000.00 and Clean¬ 
ing $4,000.00, whilst revenue from sale of Screenings increased $43,000.00 and 
rental of Port Arthur elevator $23,000.00. Administration expenditures in¬ 
creased $2,000.00 whilst operating expenses decreased $12,000.00 and main¬ 
tenance $133,000.00. 

Following the procedure of former years no provision is made in the financial 
statements for depreciation of plants and equipment, but, as stated above, the 
expenditures for maintenance of these are included in operating costs.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF CHEMIST

Sirs, —I have the honour to submit the following summary report on the 
Grain Research Laboratory for the year 1946. 

Hard red spring wheat of the 1946 crop was slightly higher in milling and 
baking quality than the longtime average. Nos. 1 and 2 Northern were similar 
in quality and about equal to the corresponding grades of last year; No. 3 
Northern was higher in baking strength and lower in bushel weight than the 
higher grades and was superior in baking strength to last year’s grade. The 
removal of Pelissier from grades 1 and 2 C.W. Amber Durum effected a marked 
improvement in the macaroni-making quality of these grades in 1946, but farmers 
continued to grow a large amount of this variety, which graded 3 C.W. Amber 
Durum and thus reduced the quality of that grade. Malting barley of the 1946 
crop was closely similar in quality to that of the 1945 crop, and the new grades 
of 2 and 3 C.W. Yellow were again lower in malt extract and enzymatic activity 
than 2 and 3 C.W. Six-Row barley. The 1946 flax crop was superior in drying 
quality of its oil to the 1945 crop, equal in oil content, and slightly lower in protein 
content of the oil-free meal. 

Some difficulty was experienced in collecting adequate information on new 
crops for the Committee on Western Grain Standards owing to the late harvest 
in Northern Alberta. Fully representative samples of grades 1 and 2 Northern 
were obtained, but samples of 3 Northern and lower grades represented estimates 
of probable average quality based on samples available at the time of the 
meeting. As usual, assistance was given to the Inspection Branch in the prep¬ 
aration of tentative standard samples and tentative export standard samples 
of hard red spring and durum wheats. Supervision of moisture tests in all 
offices of the Inspection Branch was continued. The principal additional work 
undertaken for the Inspection Branch involved the testing of dried wheats, and 
prompt service was given by means of a more rapid test for injury recently 
developed in the Laboratory. Extensive drying of wheat was undertaken this 
fall at Vancouver for the first time in several years, and grain driers were also 
in operation at the Head of the Lakes. With one exception all driers were put 
into operation without difficulty and only a negligible quantity of wheat was 
damaged in initial batches. 

During 1946 an extensive collaborative test of new Canadian varieties was 
undertaken in co-operation with cereal chemists in the United Kingdom, the 
United States, and C anada. Data from these tests, and those obtained in earlier 
years, were considered by the Associate Committee on Grain Research, and two 
new varieties, Redman and Rescue, were subsequently recommended for licens- 
ing. Redman is a wheat of outstanding agronomic, milling, and baking qualities, 
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particularly adapted to Manitoba and Eastern Saskatchewan. Rescue, though 
not quite equal to Redman in baking quality, is an exceptional variety because 
of its resistance to the sawfly. No need existed for elaborate international 
variety trials of material grown in 1946, but less extensive tests, restricted to 
Canadian chemists, are in progress to provide information for plant breeders. 

Research in the milling and baking section is centred mainly on the develop¬ 
ment of modifications of the Extensograph and new techniques for its use. This 
machine measures the physical properties of dough, and recent developments 
suggest that it may become a very useful instrument for assessing quality of 
bread wheats. The durum section devised new equipment and procedures for 
making macaroni from 50-gram samples of semolina. Flexibility of processing 
procedure and precise control at each stage make the new method superior to 
other laboratory techniques, and, in spite of the micro-scale, the new method 
will probably displace the macro macaroni-making and disc procedures previously 
1 used in the Laboratory. In the analytical section attention has been paid to 
r the development of rapid methods for the determination of protein, to a study 
1 of the incidence of starchy and piebald kernels in Canadian wheat, and to further 
3 analysis of the significance of accumulated data on variations in the protein 
3 content of wheat of various grades. The malting laboratory has been hampered 
1 by the loss of junior staff; in addition to studies of new varieties, research has 
3 been undertaken on the relation between the nitrogen content of the wort and 
r malting quality. 

Expansion of the staff and facilities of the Grain Research Laboratory, 
’ forecast in last year’s report, has proceeded slowly. Examinations have been 
held for new and vacant positions in the Laboratory, but no additional appoint- 
’ ments have been made as yet. The problem of building up a strong staff for the 
1 Laboratory will not be readily solved in view of the existing scarcity of trained 
personnel caused by the war. Efforts to obtain additional space for the Laboratory 
r early in 1946 were not successful, but it is probable that at least one additional 
; room can be obtained in 1947. On the other hand, considerable progress was 
l made in bringing the equipment of the Laboratory up to date. 

During the year the Laboratory sent to the Board 36 reports, 11 of which 
were published. The published reports included the Annual Report of the 
Laboratory, 4 crop bulletins, and 6 press releases giving preliminary information 
on the quality of 1946 crops of various grains. In order to provide early in¬ 
formation on hard red spring wheats of different protein contents, the Laboratory 
distributed on September 17 a large detailed protein map based on data for the 
first 3,278 samples analysed in the fall. This was later augmented by a second 
map and a bulletin based on results for 5,554 samples.
